Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The nature of Applicant's invention was discussed and compared to 
the Mahiout and Numazawa references. Applicant stated that Mahiout disclosed a capillary tube packed with 
particulate materials coated with hemocyte lysate, and that the hemocyte lysate is accordingly not in direct contact with 
the surface of the conduit. Applicant also stated that the Numazawa reference, while providing an area for 
visualization, does not clearly disclose a discrete optical cell. Applicant also stated that Numazawa does not clearly 
disclose a housing defining multiple reaction conduits, but rather teaches that the conduits are placed within a bag-like 
structure.. 
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
